SACRAMENTO, February 11.—When tho 


assembly reconvened after the noon re- 
cess, Speaker Lynch announced that 
W. H. Kico, an assistant enrolling clerk, 
had persistently neglected to perform 
his duties, and he therefore declared 
Rice to be no longer an employe of the 
assembly. On motion of Pendleton, 
Speaker Lynch's action was sustained. 
Kice is a San Francisco bookkeeper who 
has been drawing $8 a day, though he 
remained in Sun Francisco. 


Assembly constitutional amendment 


No. 33, to repeal the mortgage tax law, 
which was defeated on Friday last, came 
up again on Fondle ton'a motion to re- 
consider the vote by which it was de- 
feated. Upon another vote being taken 
the amendment was accepted bv a vote 
of 55 to 10. 


The assembly then took up and passed 


the following deiicioncy appropriation 
bills: To appropriate $1300 for tho 
transportation of prisoners; to appro- 
priate $16,000 for tho support of the 
Htockton insane asvlum; to appropriate 
$700 for postage, etc., used in the secre- 
tary of state's oflico; to appropriate 
45000 for the support of tlie stato normal 
Hchool at Los Angeles; to appropriate 
$i:!00 for arresting criminals without 
the state. All of these* hills are to cover 
deficiency in the appropriations for tho 
past two years.

sembly held its first evening session to- 
night, and drew a larger crowd than tho 
Sacramento races. Tho woman's suf- 
frage bill was on the QIo as a special 
order. 


1'romptly at 7.30 o'clock tho asHombly 


was callwl to order, Speaker Lynch an- 
nounced that the question was on Heed's 
amendment to the Spencer bill. Thin 
amendment was to strike out the lirst 
section of the Spencer hill and tojiisurt 
indtend Lho lirtic"Eiccrioir*or CtTiTTixTdluig" 
law governing tho qualifications of vot- 
ers. This amendment would kill tho 
bill. 


riwissler of Kl Dorado was lirat recog- 


nized. He stated thatall previous argu- 
ments on the bill had been based largely 
on sentiment. If sentiment wero to 
rule, he said, there could ho no doubt 
that tlio decision would be in woman's 
favor. Jliit it, \\i\a not a matter of senti- 
ment, ho duclarod, and thu (lisoiiBaiun 
must bo brought down to a resolution ui 
law—good law or bad law. He was con- 
vinced, ho mud, that tho law proposed 
by Judge tiponccr would bo imwmstitu- 
liinal. 


Bledsoeof Humboldt argued Lhat there 


waa an honest difference of opinion as 
to the law points involved, and that in- 
aaranch as the sentiment of tho people 
was in favor of tlie proposed law, it bo- 
name the duty of tho legislature to pai 
the bill and to luave the finer points of 
constitutional law to bo settled by tl . 
judicial department, llledsoeread the 
platform adopted by tho lastlJepuhlican 
ytate convention in favor of woman suf- 
frage. He then paid an eloquent tribute 
to the Republican party, tho party to 
which he had belonged, he said, until a 
machine kicked him out, and in conclu- 
sion he nrced tlio Itepublican members 
to stay by their party's pledge and pasa 
the bill. 


McKclvey of Orange said he wai 


afraid tho Republican members were 
drifting away from thoquestion at issue.

separating gold and silver and moulding 
ihern into ingots, bars, etc., and to refer 
the claims of the Oherokeu nation for 
moneys duu under the treaties to the at- 
torney general for review. A bill to pro- 
,'ido for coinage at tho branch mint at 
Denver was passed.
